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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 CISC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 13,14,17,22,24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heide et al(WO 
02/03096 of record). 

The reference by Heide et al discloses an oscillator configured to actively construct an oscillation signal; the oscillator 
configured to be activated in a quasi-phase coherent manner... (see figures 2-3 ). A transponder (9) and base 
station(6) make up part of the transceiver device with base signal(A on input), and oscillation signal(B on output). 
Clock generator(4) allows for generation of a control signal and coding/modulation(see p 13, line 16 beginning with 
fig 2. description- p.15, line 24 of the WO ref.) noting the phase modulation . Use of a phase shifter(13 for phase 
switch 0,90...) for modulaHon (\N\th inserted data C) as well. A separation device(10) and rectifier/lowpass filter by 
which data is recovered/detected(see p. 13, lines 29-35). The method steps being inherent. Please note that pp 11- 
12 describes, albeit in German, the implementation in a transceiver, that is a transponder wherein the phase of the 
oscillator signal is phase modulated during the transmission cycle to efficiently convey the information for RFID. Col. 
4, last paragraph of the reference also discusses the distance determination between base station and transponder. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15,16,18-21 ,23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The corresponding US application 6,894,572, albeit not used in the rejection above, was relied on to verify elements 
and general transponder arrangement with the corresponding figures in the WO document.(lf applicants can supply a 
full translation for the examiner, in the response, it would be appreciated.) 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05-18-06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. With regards 
applicant' s concern of the German language reference, The examiner has tried to associate the passages in the 
reference which highlights the transceiver operation and distance determination: Please note that pp 1 1-12 describes, 
albeit in German, describes the implementation in a transceiver, that is a transponder wherein the phase of the 
oscillator signal is phase modulated during the transmission cycle to efficiently convey the information for RFID. Col. 

4, last paragraph of the reference also discusses the distance determination between base station and transponder. 
Again the reference (' 572) maybe used to help in the translation if applicant still cannot get a full translation of the 
German document.
